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THE  URBAN  DISTRICT  OF  WYMGNDHAM 


The  Annual  Report  cf  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health,  together 
with  the  Report;  of 'the  Public  Health  Inspector  for  the  year  1956* 


Mr.Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  present  for  your  information  and 
consideration  the  Annual  Report  for  1956. 

The  general  health  of  the  District  throughout  the  year 
continued  to  be  very  satisfactory.  The  death  rate  compared 
favourably  with  that  of  England  ,and  Wales  as1  a'  whole,  but  the 
birth  rate  was  considerably  less  than  the  national  rate. 

The  incidence  of  infectious  diseases  was  comparatively  low 
except  for  notified  oases  of  dysentery  -  an  extension  of  the 
1955  epidemic. 

The  year  1956  was  memorable  in  that  it  marked  a  widespread, 
if  limited,  use  of  a  -vaccine  for  protection  against 
poliomyelitis. 

The  implimentation  cf  new  housing  schemes  received  a 
severe  check  as  a  result  of  financial  restrictions, 
unf ortunately  it  was  also  a  year  which  started  with  the  best 
intentions  for  the  elimination  of  sub- standard  houses  in 
accordance  with  the  requirements  of  the  Rent  and  Repairs  Act 
1954*  However,  the  building  of  Council  houses  to  re-house 
those  displaced  from  condemned  property  has  received  financial 
encouragement  from  the  Ministry  of  Housing.  Plans  to  improve 
or  extend  water  supply  and  sewerage  schemes  were  also  affected 
by  , the  financial  difficulties  of  1956 5  approval  of  any 
particular  scheme  depended  largely  on  its  urgency  from  the 
public  health  point  of  view. 

Action  was  taken  throughout  the  year  to  secure  higher 
_ standards • of  food  hygiene  in  food  premises  in  accordance  with 
the  Pood  Hygiene  Regulations,  1955 j  in  an  attempt  to  reduce 
the  mounting  national  incidence  of  food-borne  disease.  But 
legislation  is  not  the  final  answer:  personal  care  on  the 
part  of  managers  and  employees  is  of  the  greatest  importance 
and  consumers,  by  demanding  hygienic  treatment  of  the  food 
they  purchase,  can  make  a  very  valuable  contribution  to  this 
problem. 

The  ever-widening  field  of  public  health  activities 
has  caused  Parliament  to  change  the  title  of  "Sanitary  Inspector" 
to  that  of  "Public  Health  Inspector".  The  new  title  more 
aptly  describes  the  various  duties  and  responsibilities  whioh 
the  Inspector  of  today  is  required  to  accept' and,  more  important 
still,  it  is  a  further,  indication  in  public  health  services  of 
the  shifting  emphasis  from  the  study  of  man’s  environment  to 
the  studjr  of  man  himself  in  relation  to  the  society  in  which  he 
lives.  That  relationship  is  now  receiving  the  same  kind  of 
attention  as  did  man’s  physical  afflictions  in  the  early  days 
of  dootoring  and  is  an  explanation  of  the  ever  increasing 
interest  in  the  subject  of  mental  health.  In  this  connection 
the  following  quotation  is  made  from  the  Ministry  of  Health 
Annual  Report,  1955s 


"Many  of  the  "troubles  besetting  humanity  have  "their  origin 
in  emotional  disturbances -and -the 'science  of  mental  health 
is  beginning  to  evolve  from  a  study  of  these  phenomena. 

It  must  be  admitted  that  many  of  our  ideas  on  the  subject 
are  in  that  nebulous  state,  which  generally  precedaj  the 
formation  of  more  solid  concepts.  But,  as  knowledge  grows, 
means  of  promoting  mental  health  will  be  evolved  and 
increasingly  the  emphasis  will  be  placed  on  prevention  rather 

than  remedy" . 

There  is  little  need  to  stress  the  ways  by  which  a 
local  authority,  through  its  various  activities,  can  make  a 
significant  contribution  to  promoting  good  mental  health  in 
the  community  which  it  serves. 


II.  Administration 

Clerical  assistance  for  your  Medical  Officer  of  Health 
is  carried  out  by  the  Senior  Clerk  and  staff  at  the  Local 
Health  Office,  Norwidh,  while  close  touch  is  maintained  with 
the  Wymondham  office.  " 

Mr .R.E. Hudson,  C .R.S.I. ,M.S.I.A. ,  continued  duty  as

III.  Vital  Statistics 

(a)  Population 

The  Registrar  General  estimates  the  population  of 
Wymondham  Urban  District  at  5j83°  compared  with  5> 77° 

in  1955. 

(b)  Births 

There  were  69  live  births  recorded  during  the  year 2 
37  boys  and  32  girls.  In  1955  there  we re  87  births. 

The  crude  birth  rate  for  1956  was,  therefore,  11*8  per  1,000 
of  the  resident  population  compared  with  15«0  in  1955* 

(c)  Deaths 

The  number  of  deaths  during  the  year  was  5^  an^  the  crude 
death  rate  was,  therefore,  8.6  compared  with  13. 0  in  1955. 
Thirty-one  of  these  deaths  occurred  in  the  7^  to  100  age  group. 
Twenty-eight  deaths  were  caused  by  diseases  of  the  heart  and 
arteries;  there  were  only  four  deaths  from  cancer,  but 
three  of  these  were  caused  by  cancer  of  the  lung.  There  was 
one  death  from  a  motor  vehicle  accident,  and  one  suicide. 

(d)  Comparability  Hactor 

The  comparability  factor  makes  an  approximate  allowance 
for  the  way  in  which  the  sex  and  age  distribution  of  the 
local  population  differs  from  that  of  England  and  Wales  as  a 
whole.  The  comparability  factors  as  supplied  by  the 
Registrar  General/  for  births  and  deaths  in  Wymondham  District 
are  I.07  and  0.91  respectively.  When  the  actual  birth  and 
death  rates  of  Wymondham  are  multiplied  by  these  factors  the 
resulting  rates  can  fairly  be  compared  with  the  rates  for 
England  and  Wales.  The  adjusted  birth  rate  for  Wymondham 
District  thus  becomes  12.6  compared  with  15*7  B°r  England  and 
Wales  and  the  death  rate  7*8  compared  with  11.7  B°r  England 
and  Wales. 


(e)  Infant  Mortality 

There  was  one  infant  death  (asphyxia  at  birth).  The 
infant  mortality  rate  (deaths  wider  one  year  of  age  per  1,000  live  births) 
was,  therefore,  14. 5*  The  infant  mortality  rate  of  England 
and  Wales  in  1956  was  25.8  (the  lowest  ever  recorded). 

(f)  Expectation  of  Life  (England  and  Wales) 

In  I84I  the  expectation  of  life,  at  birth,  was  48  years 
for  boys  and  42  years  for  girls.  In  1955  "the  expectation 
of  life  remained  the  same  as  in  1954  i.e.  68  years  for  boys 
and  73  years  for  girls. 

More  people  are  living  to  old  age  than  ever  before. 

It  is  estimated  that  by  1979  there  will  be  nearly  ten  million 
people  of  pensionable  age  while  the  number  of  persons  of 
working  age  will  remain  much  the  same  as  in  1951*  At 
that  time  there  were  less  than  seven  million  people  of 
pensionable  age. 

This  is  the  reason  why  increasing  attention  is  given 
to  the  health  and  social  problems  of  the  aged  particularly 
the  need  for  suitable  housing  under  happy  social  conditions. 


Infectious  Diseases 

-  -  --  -  — 

(a)  'Forty  cases  of  infectious  diseases  were  notified  by 
general  practitioners  during  1956  compared  with  seventy-seven 
in  1955*  Thirty-one  of  those  were  cases  of  dysenteiy  of  the 
Sonne  type.  Of  the  remainder  three  were  measles, 

three  pneumonia  and  two  scarlet  fever.  Do  cases  of  whooping-cough 
were  notified,  and  there  was  only  one  case  of  food  poisoning. 

(b)  Diphtheria 

There  have .been  no  cases  of  diphtheria  in  Wymondham  District 
for  a  number  of  years  but  this  disease  has  not  yet  been 
completely  eradicated  from  England  and  Wales.  There  we re 
155  notified  cases  in  1955  compared  with  173  in  1954*  The 
number  is  steadily  declining  year  by  year.  It  is  as  well 
to  recall  that  in  1945  there  were  18,500  notified  cases  with 
722  deaths.  In  order  to  obtain  eradication  of  the  disease 
it  is  considered  necessary  to  secure  immunisation  of  at  least 
75 CI°  of  babies  before  their  first  birthday.  In  England  and 
Wales  the  percentage  of  babies  immunised  is  no  more  than 
half  the  required  percentage.  An  analysis  of  the  details 
of  the  cases  and  deaths  (22)  in  1954  and  1955  demonstrates 
the  need  for  early  immunisation  and  booster  doses. 

In  Area  5  (Districts  of  Diss ,  Depwade,  Loddon  and 
Wymondham)  special  attention  was  paid  to  diphtheria 
immunisation  in  1956.  One  thousand  six  hundred  and  ten 
diphtheria  immunisations  were  carried  out:  523  of  these 

were  primary  immunisations  of  children  under  five  years  of 
age  (398  under  one  year  of  age).  Considering  the  births 
of  the  Area  (596  in  1956)  this  immunisation  rate  is 
reasonably  good.  948  booster  doses  were  given  to 
school  children. 

( c )  Poliomyelitis 

There  have  been  no  cases  of  poliomyelitis  in  Wymondham 
District  since  1955'  'when  there  were  five  cases  notified. 

In  1955  there  were  3?712  cases  of  paralytic  poliomyelitis 
in  England  and  Wales  with  27O  deaths. 


In  1956  protection  against  poliomyelitis  "by 
immunisation  was  offered  to  the  public  for  the  first  time. 
Parents  of  172  children  in  Wynondham  District  responded  to 
this  offer?  that  is  to  say  that  out  of  the  total  number  cf 
children  eligible  (those  aged  2  to  9.yQ^rs)  the  acceptance 
rate  was  about  25a1*  '  The  acceptance  rate  for  England  and 
Y/ales  was  about  30CA  Unfortunately,  owing  to  an  unexpected 
shortage  of  vaccine  it  was  possible,  during  the  year,  to 
immunise  no  more  than  Id/',  of  those  children  registered  for 
immunisation.  However,  at  the  time  of  writing  this  report 
all  the  children  on  the  original  1956  register  have  been 
immunised  (with  a  few  exceptions  for  medical  reasons)  and 
a  further  offer  of  registration  has  been  made  to  parents 
of  children  bom  between  the  years  1947  to  1956  inclusive. 

The  following  information  is  available  regarding  the 
results  of  the  immunisations  carried  out  in  England  and 
Wales  in  May  and  June  1956*  Dearly  4^0,000  injections  of 
vaccine  were  given  with  no  ill  effects s  the  only  reactions 
attributable  to  the  injections  were  trivial.  Those  who 
were  immunised  were  divided  into  two  groups,  the  older  born 
in  the  years  1947  bo  1950  and  the  younger  in  the  years  1951 
to  1954*  As  it  was  possible  to  immunise  only  10 °/o  of  those 
v/ho  registered  it  was  reasonable  to  accept  those  registered 
but  v/ho  received  no  vaccine  as  strictly  comparable  controls. 

In  the  older  group  of  those  vaccinated  the  attack  rate  of 
poliomyelitis  last  year  was  1,3  per  100,000  (one  case). 

Had  the  attack  rate  been  the  same  as  in  the'  unvaccinated 
controls  of.  this  group,  6  cases  VvTould  have  been  expected 
i.e,  an  attack  rate  of  8.2  per  100,000.  The  younger 
vaccinated  children  produced  3  cases  (4*1  per  100,000), 
whereas  15  would  have  been  expected  on  the  rate  observed 
among  the  younger  controls  (20,1  per  100,000),  In  both 
groups,  therefore,  the  apparent  protection  was  about  80^, 
though  with  such  small  numbers  of  cases  this  figure  must  be 
accepted  with  great  reserve.  Better  evidence  of  the 
efficiency  of  vaccination  should  be  available  when  the 
results  of  the  1957  campaign  are  assessed. 

(d)  Dysentery 

Thirty-one  cases  were  notified  in  the  early  part  of  the 
year  and  represented  an  extension  of  the  epidemic  in  the  latter 
part  of  1955* 

Sonne  dysentery  is  largely  transmitted  directly  from  person 
to  person  and  not  as  a  rule  by  means  of  contaminated  food. 

Action  to  control  the  spread  of  infection  consisted  in  searching 
for.  symptomless  excreters  of  the  organism,  the  issue  of  v/ritten 
instructions  to  patients  and  their  families  regarding  the 
precautions  to  be  taken  and  the  exclusion  from  work  of  food 
handlers  who  Y/ere  suspected  or  proved  carriers  of  the  disease. 

In  England  and  Dales  the  incidence  of  dysentery  shov/s 
considerable  increase  in  recent  years.  Fortunately  the 
duration  of  the  disease  is  short  and  the  fatality  rate  very 
low.  In  1955  the  notifications  of  dysentery  in  England  and 
Wales  were  the  highest  on  record  (36,718-  cases). 

( e )  Scarlet  Fever  / 

One  case  was  notified  and  this  was  of  the  mild  form  of  the 
disease  characteristic  of  present  day  infections. 


(f)  Vaccination  against  Smallpox 

The  recorded  vaccination  rate  for  Area  5  in  1956  was  87/6* 
Seventy-eight  children  in  the  age  group  0-4  years  in  Wynondham  U.D, 
were  given  prinaxy  vaccination,  (births  during  the  year  were  69). 

In  1955  the  vaccination  acceptance  rate  for  infants  in  England 
and  Wales  was  just  over  56fo.  As  in  the  case  of  other  immunisation 
procedures  the  ideal  infant  acceptance  rate  for  the  protection 
of  the  connunity  against  smallpox  is  75/^* 

(g)  Tuberculosis 


Since  1951  the  number  of  deaths  in  England  and  Wales  from 
tuberculosis  of  the  lungs  has  been  more  than  halved.  In  the 
sane  period  the  number  of  deaths  from  other  forms  of  tuberculosis 
has  fallen  by  almost  two  thirds. 

A  feature  of  mortality  in  recent  years  has  been  that  in 
females  the  high  relative  death  rate  in  adolescence  has  disappeared 
and  most  deaths,  as  in  males,  are  tending  to  occur  in  later  life. 

In  1955  the  peak  of  male  deaths  was  in  the  age  group  65  to  69  years. 

notifications  of  tuberculosis  have  declined  by  nearly 
27fo  since  1949* 

The  attack  against  tuberculosis  is  now  undertaken  with 
increasing  optimism  and  the  line  of  attack  is  shaping  as  follows s- 

(a)  Examination  of  family  contacts  of  notified  cases 

and  widening  the  check  on  contacts  beyond  family  contacts, 

(b)  Detecting  or  confirming  cases  by  mass  radiography 
surveys  and  examining  contacts  of  such  cases..  Such 
surveys  aim  primarily  at  the  most  susceptible  sections 
of  the  population. 

(c)  Protecting  school-leavers  by  B.C.G.  vaccination  where 
a  skin  test  shows  there  is  inadequate  immunity;  offering 
similar  protection  to  family  contacts  of  cases  where  this 
is  indicated. 

(d)  Investigating  (X-ray  etc.)  school-leavers  (and 

their  family  contacts)  whose  reactions  to  a  skin  test  shows 
that  they  have  acquired  some  immunity  by  contact  with  the 
disease. 

(e)  Skin  testing  of  school  children  in  areas  where  the 
incidence  of  tuberculosis  is  above  average  or  Y/here  it  is 
known  the  school  population  as  a  whole  lias  been  exposed 
to  the  risk  of  infection,  and  investigating  "positive 
reactors" , 

(f)  Skin  testing  of  school  entrants,  followed  by  yearly 
skin  tests  where  the  first  test  is  negative.  Should  the 
skin  test  become  positive  then  the  source  of  this 
apparently  recent  infection  has  a  fair  chance  of  being 
uncovered* 

(g)  Including  periodic  X-ray  chest  examinations  as  a 
routine  in  certain  types  of  employment  i.e.  teachers, 
certain  food-handlers,  etc. 

The  foregoing  outlines  measures  for  personal  protection# 

Control  of  milk  and  food  supplies,  good  housing  and  good  living 
standards  are  the  well-recognised  community  measures  for  indirect 
control  of  the  disease. 


In  carrying  out  mass  radiography  the  prinaiy  object  is  to 
find  the  nunber  of  "cases  of  tuberculosis  requiring  treatment  or 
close  clinic  supervision".  .*  Among  "general  public  volunteers" 

X-rayed  in  England  and  Wales  in  1954  "the  nunber  so  found  produced 
a  rate  of  2.0  per  1,000  persons  X-rayed .  Three  new  cases  of 

tuberculosis  were  notified  in  Wymondhan  District  in  19 56. 

At  Wynondhan  Secondary  Modem  School  9  school  leavers  out  of 
72  gave  evidence 5, by  a  positive  skin  test,  of  having  had  a 
tubercular  infection  (slight  or  otherwise)  at  some  period  in 
their  lives.  These  children  and  the  members  of  their  families 
were  invited  (through  the  medium  of  the  local  Health  Visitor)  to 
an  X-ray  examination  at  the  Chest  Clinic.  Of  the  6  pupils  and  9  relatives 
who  attended,  one  pupil  showed  a  healed  tubercular  infection. 

B.C.G.  vaccine  was  given  to  6l  of  the  65  "negative  reactors"  to 
the  skin  test. 


Cancer 

There  were  only  four  deaths  in  Wynondbam  District  in  1956  as  a 
result  of  Cancer,  or  8>  of  the  total  deaths.  However,  of  these 
four  deaths,  three  were  caused  by  cancer  of  the  lung. 

The  upward  trend  in  deaths  from  lung  cancer  throughout 
England  and  Wales  continues.  Between  1956  and  1955  deaths  from 
lung  cancer  in  men  has  increased  fourfold,  and  the  rate  in  women 
has  doubled. 

be 

"Civilized  nan  appears  to/increasingly  surrounding  himself 
with  an  unnatural  chemical  Environment  whose  carcinogenic 
(cancer  causing)  protentiaiities  are  being  gradually  explored. 

To  7/hat  extent  human  cancer  is  caused  by  environmental  carcinogens 
is  not  yet  known  but,  as  more  and  more  of  the  chemical  substances 
which  man  inhales,  absorbs,  or  ingests  are  being  proved  carcinogenic 
to  animals,  it  seems  reasonable  to  infer  that  certain  cancers  of  the 
human  body  may  be  initiated  or  promoted  by  such  substances.  The 
'long  latent  period  usually  separating  the  first  contact  of  an 
agent  and  the  first  signs  of  established  malignant  disease  tends  to 
make  the  ascertainment  of  direct  proof  of  causation  a  long  and 
laborious  .business  and  such  proof  nay  never  be  forthcoming". 
(Ministry  of  Health,  Annual  Report  1955)* 

With  regard  to  lung  cancer  it  is  reasonable  to  assume  that 
attempts  will  be  made  to  eliminate  any  established  carcinogens 
from  tobacco  tar  in  order  to  meet  the  grave  suspicion  that  tobacco 
smoke  is  a  cause  of  this  disease. 

Meanwhile  the  individual  who  struggles  to  reduce  or  give  up 
his  smoking  might  best  be  assisted  by  the  creation  in  the  community 
of  conditions  in  which  encouragement  and  opportunities  for  smoking 
are  lessened.  Most  important  of  all  is  the  necessity  to  warn 
school  children  of  the  dangers  of  smoking.  A  survey  recently 
carried  out  in  a  large  school  in  Manchester  showed  that  in  the  age 
group  14-2  to  15y  years  nearly  half  of  the  boys  an$  nearly 
one-fifth  of  the  girls  had  acquired  a  taste  for  smoking. 


In  spite  of  financial  restrictions  imposed  on  new  building 
schemes  during  the  yce.r,  satisfactory  progress  was  made  in  the 
housing  programme o  Twenty-three  new  housing  units  (12  houses 
and  11  bungalows)  were  completed  by  your  Council  during  the 
period  March  1956  to  March  1.957*  There  are  now  585  Council 
houses  in  Yi/ymondham  Urban  District  and  325  of  these  are  post  v/ar. 


Grouped  home s_  for  old  people 

The  application  list  for  Council  houses  lias  been  slightly 
reduced  during  1958c  In  December  1958  the  number  of  live 
applications  for  bungalows  was  forty- two  and  there  were  70 
applicants  on  the  list  for  houses  and  flats. 

The'  scheme  for  the  provision  of  grouped  dwellings  for  the 
elderly  ••  with  warden's  house  incorporated  -  was  put  into  effect 
during  the  year  e/nd  has  proved  most  successful.  There  is  every 
reason  for  your  Cornell  to  derive  much  satisfaction  from  the 
smooth  development  of  this  enterprise.  The  Clerk  of  the 
Council ,  who  has  given  much  time  and  thought  to  the  scheme ,  has 
been  kind  enough  to  submit  the  following  report  for  inclusion 
here  s 


"The  Council  welcomed  the  decision  of  the  Norfolk 
County  Council  at  its  first  quarterly  meeting  in  1955 
to  adopt  in  principle  the  policy  of  making  grants 
towards  additional  expenditure  incurred  by  Borough  and 
District  Councils  as  Housing  Authorities  in  providing 
welfare  facilities  and  supervision  connected  with 
groups  of  dwellings  for  old  people  at  selected  points 
in  the  respective  areas, 

By  adding  a  terrace  of  7  bungalows  and  a  warden's 
house  with  commrin.al  rooms  and.  2  single  visitors  bedrooms 
to  12  bungalows  erected  .early  during  the  post-war 
period  it  was  possible  to  take  advantage  of  the  County 
Council's  offer  forthwith,; 


On  the  9’t-h  July  1958,  the  accommodation,  arranged  in 
a  form  of  a  quadrangle  open  at  one  end  on  a  site 
containing  about  2  acres  of  land  readily  accessible  to 
the  Town  centre,  was.  formally  opened  by  the  Chairman  of 
the  Norfolk  County  Council,  Colonel  Sir  Bartle  Edwards,

Each  bungalow  is  connected  to  the  warden's  house 
by  means  of  an  electric  alarm  bell  system  and  there 
are  58  elderly  people  residing  on  the  site. 

The  purchase  c£  the  land,  extension  of  water  mains 
end  severs  and  the  cost  of  constructing  roads  and  paths 
amounted  to  £1,634  and  the  actual  building  work  £19,847 
including  the  warden's  house  and  common  rooms  estimated 
at  £2,680,  In  addition  the  Council  was  permitted  to 
spend  up  to  £200  on  furnishings  for  the  communal  room 
and  the  2  visitors  bedrooms. 

The  County  Council  as  authorised  under  Section  126 
of  the  Losal  Government  Act,  1948,  reimburse  the  annual 
loan  charges  on  a  share  of  the  cost  of  land  and  site 
development  works  as  appropriated  to  the  warden' s  unit 
together  lith  loan  charges  on  the  cost  of  building  the 
warden's  unit  including  the  alarm  bell  system  and 
fumishin;s.  They  also  reimburse  in  full  the  warden's 
wage  of  3* .3 9  *do  per  week,  the  cost  of  fuel,  lighting, 
telephone  ■'barges  and  rates  as  consumed  by  the  warden 


or  assessed  on  that  particular  dwelling.  The  cost  of 
redecoration  and  other  maintenance  work  to  the  Common 
room  will  also  "be  reimbursed  hy  the  County  Council, 

The  warden  occupies  the  accommodation  rent  free  and  is 
supplied  fuel  and  lighting  free  of  charge  in  addition 
to  the  weekly  wage. 

All  the  bungalows  and  the  warden's  house  qualify 
for  the  standard  rate  of  exchequer  subsidy. 

The  duty  of  selecting  the  rarden  falls  to  the 
District  Council  as  also  does  the  selection  of  tenants 
but  the  County  Council  reserves  the  right  to  approve 
the  successful  applicants. 

The  scheme,  regarded  as  an  experiment  in  the  County 
and  perlaps  over  a  much  wider  area,  is  proving  most 
successful. 

The  linking  of  19  units  seems  to  be  a  very  suitable 
number  operationally  for  supervision  by  a  part-time  warden 
bearing  in  mind  the  householders  remain  eligible  for 
the.  services  of  a  District  Nurse  and  Home  Helps  &c.  as 
they  would  be  entitled  if  they  resided  elsewhere. 

The  common  Room  is  used  extensively  particularly 
during  the  evenings  and  is  regarded  as  a  very  valuable 
asset  to  the  scheme.  The  old  people  have  established 
a  Social  Committee  and  arrange  small  social  events  to 
raise  funds  to  provide  additional  amenities  and  a 
television  set  1ms  already  been  installed  by  them  in 

the  Common  Room. 

\ 

Since  the  inauguration  of  the  scheme  the  Council's 
waiting  list  of  applicants  for  bungalows  has  doubled  and 
this  alone  indicates  the  popularity  of  the  day  to  day 
working  arrangements  and  its  material  value  to  the 
housing  authority  when  faced  with  the  problem  of 
re-housing  elderly  people.  " 

VII.  Water  Supplies. 

The  "Rase  Exchange"  treatment  plant  continued  to  produce  a 
water  supply  which  proved  very  satisfactory  when  judged  by 
bacteriological  and  chemical  tests  made  tiiroughout  the  year. 

Work  on  the  extension  of  mains  to  incorporate  Mori cy, 

Suton  and  Spooner  Row  in  the  water  scheme  was  carried  out  during 
the  year  and  completed  in  January  1957* 


VIII. Sewage  Disposal. 

The  Sewage  disposal  works  for  the  town  is  seriously 
overloaded  and  is  working  at  more  than  twice  the  capacity  for 
which  it  was  designed.  •  Working  conditions  are  not  satisfactory 
and  action  to  extend  the  plant  is  urgently  required.

EC,  Conclusion 


Infectious  diseases  are  no  longer  the  chief  killers  of  our 
children.  Almost  twice  as  many  children  aged  5  "to  14  die  from 
violence  (on  the  road  or  in  the  home)  as  from  all  infectious 
and  respiratory  diseases  put  together  $  in  pre-school  children 
deaths  from  accidents  in  the  home  are  three  times  greater  than 
deaths  from  infectious  diseases, 

Notifications  of  Dysentery,  in. 1955  in  England  and  Wales 
were  the  highest  on  record  (36,718)-  There  lias  been  a 
considerable  increase  in  Sonne  dysentery  (the  commonest  form 
of  dysentery)  during  the  past  ten  years.  In  children  the 
liability  to  contract  this  disease  is  far  in  excess  of  that 
in  the  older  age  groups,  No  doubt  this  may  be  explained  by 
the  fact  that  personal  hygiene  is  the  most  important  factor  in 
preventing  the  disease  spreading  and  the  young  are  most  likely 
to  be  at  fault  in  the  habit  of  regular. hand-washing  (the 
simplest  and  the  best  method  of  controlling  man#'  diseases). 

Food  poisoning  is  another  problem  causing  anxiety. 
Incidents  are  steadily  increasing.  In  1955  the  incidence  was 
49  per  cent  above  that  of  1954-  The  final  answer  lies  in  the 
education  of  all  food  handlers  until  scrupulous  cleanliness 
and  the  use  of  "no-t'ouch"  techniques  become  second  nature. 

This  sounds  hopelessly  idealistic  -  but  perhaps  not  so  if 
microbe  awareness  is  developed  early  in  life.  To  stand  in 
a  kitchen  and  watch  even  intelligent  and  well-educated  cooks 
at  work  leads  ,  to  one  conclusion.,  only.;  that  there  are  very 
few  people  who  believe  ¥dioleheartedly  in  dangerous  germs. 


Whatever  may  be 'the  difficulties  the  fact  remains  that 
school  is  the  place  to  develop  an  awareness  of  unpleasant 
•social  problems  such  as  harmful  microbes-,  smoking,  or  litter. 
It  is  equally  necessary  to  ensure  that  the  school  as  a  meeting 
place  where  these  problems  should  be  stressed  has  itself  the 
best  standard,  of  sanitation  which  local  amenities  allow  -  so 
-  that  Authority  appears  to  be  practising  what  it  preaches, 
'Needless  to  say  the *  fundamental  need  is  a  good  water  supply 
on  which  the  remaining  items  of  sanitation  can  be  built  up. 

One  wishes  that  the  child  at  school  could  be  taught* 
something  of  the  world  of  invisible  microbes.  The  Microbe 
Man  is  quite  as  fascinating  as  the  Space  Man,  infinitely  more 
realistic  (particularly  to  the  school  child  who  suffers  the 
pangs  of  immunisation)  of  great  practical  importance,  and 
equally  adaptable  to  the  strip  cartoon. 

But  unexpected  ignorance  in  matters  of  health  need 
not  always  exasperate.  There  was  the  mother  at  school 
medical ’ inspection  who  having  been  told  that  her  daughter 
needed  adjustment  to  lier  shoes  to  correct  a  foot  fault 
remarked,  after  all  the  details  were  explained,  "Yes, 
but  her  father  doesn't  like  her  feet  interfered  with".

STAFF. 

Your  Public  Health  Inspector  holds  in  addition  the  appointments  of  Highway 
Surveyor,  Building  Surveyor  and  Petroleum  Inspector  and  has  the  services.  ;of  an 
additional  Public  Health  Inspector  and  a  male  clerk. 


HOUSING. 

Slum  Clearance. 

At  the  close  of  the  year  three  families  comprising  10  persons  had  been 
displaced  from  unfit  houses  and  re-housed. 

An  area  in  Pople  Street  containing  two  houses  was  by  resolution  dated  5th. 
June,  1956,  made  a  Clearance  Area.  On  6th.  November,  1956,  a  Compulsory  Purchase 
Order  was  made  in  respect  of  the  same  area  ana  this  was  confirmed  by  the  Ministry 
of  Housing  and  Local  Government  in  February,  1957. 

Plans  were  prepared  by  your  Architect  for  the  erection  of  five  single 
bedroom  bungalows  on  the  above  site  to  re-house  persons  from  other  slum  clearance 
property.

WATER  SUPPLY. 

Town  Supply. 

There  is  a  piped  water  supply  in  the  urban  part  of  the  District  with 
pumping  station  at  W'icklewood  in  the  Rural  District  of  Forehoe  and  Henstead. 

The  undertaking  is  owned  by  the  Wymondham  Urban  District  Council. 

Work  was  commenced  on  the  25th.  June  on  a  £14,383  contract  for  extending 
the  mains  through  the  Parish  of  tlorley  (in  the  Forehoe  &  Henstead  Rural  District) 
to  Spooner  Row  and  Suton.  At  the  end  of  the  year  the  Contractors  had  almost 
completed  the  work.  The  work  included  the  laying  of:- 

1,247  yards  of  6"  diameter  Asbestos  Cement  Pipe; 

5,005  yards  of  4"  "  "  "  " 

3,549  yards  of  3"  "  "  "  " 

A  further  ext ension  was  150  yards  of  4"  C.I.  main  in  Orchard  Way,  Norwich 

Road. 

The  total  mileage  of  mains  under  the  control  of  the  Council  is  now 
approximately  20  miles. 

The  result  of  a  chemical  analysis  of  a  sample  of  water  taken  at  the 
headworks,  before  treatment,  is  set  out  on  folio  10. 

Thirteen  samples  were  taken  from  the  mains  in  various  parts  of  the 
distribution  system  for  bacteriological  examination  and  in  each  case  the 
result  was  the  same,  viz:- 

"This  sample  is  satisfactory". 

The  headworks  comprise  five  12"  boreholes  approximately  300  feet  in  depth. 
Each  borehole  is  capable  of  yielding  10,000  gallons  per  hour.  The  normal 
average  rest  level  is  74’  4"  and  the  pumping  level  (at  8,000  g.p.h.)  89'  8", 

The  reinforced  concrete  reservoir  has  a  capacity  of  240,000  gallons  and 
the  top  water  level  is  £26  ft.  A.O.D. 

The  water  is  softened,  aerated  and  chlorinated.  The  capacity  of  the 
"Permutit"  Base  exchange  Softening  plant  per  regeneration  allows  for  101,800 
gallons  of  raw  water  with  a  hardness  of  26.2°  to  be  reduced  to  zero  and  giving 
an  output  of  139,000  gallons  of  blended  water  with  a  residual  hardness  of  7  . 

The  present  normal  daily  output  of  the  pumping  station  has  been  in  the 
region  of  236,811  gallons  rising  during  peak  demand  periods  to  285,711-  gallons. 

It  is  anticipated  that  the  recent  extensions  of  the  distribution  system  to 
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Morley  and  Spooner  Row  will  increase  the  consumption  to  300,000  gallons  per 
day.- 

Based  on  the  capacity  of  the  pumps  now  in  use  the  potential  output  of  the 
pumping  station  is  850,000  gallons  per  day.  The  maximum  output  of  blended  v/ater 
with  a  residual  hardness  of  7°  from  the  treatment  plant  is  600,000  gallons  per 
day. 

Chlorination  of  the  water  supply  is  by  an  automatic  gas  type  instrument 
operating  in  phase  with  the  pumps. 

Approximately  }.5,000,000  gallons  of  v/ater  per  year  is  supplied  in  bulk  to 
part  of  the  Forehoe  and  Henstead  Rural  District.  In  the  case  of  the  most  recent 
extension  of  the  distribution  system  in  the  Forehoe  and  Henstead  Rural  District 
an  Order  made  under  Section  113  of  the  Public  Health  Act,  1936,  extended  the 
Council's  Statutory  Supply  Area  by  approximately  950  acres.

SEWERAGE  &  SEVAiG-E  DISPOSAL. 

The  system  of  sev/erage  in  the  Town  is  a  partially  separate  system.  It  was 
originally  intended  that  it  should  be  a  separate  system  but  a  considerable  amount 
of  storm  v/ater  now  finds  its  way  into  the  foul  sewers. 

The  sewage  disposal  works  are  situated  on  the  Dereham  Road  near  the  railway 
(Wymondham/i)e reham  line) .  The  works  were  constructed  in  1933  to  deal  with  an 
average  dry  weather  flow  of  72,000  gallons.  The  plant  is  badly  overloaded,  the 
present  dry  weather  flow  being  in  the  region  of  180,000  gallons  per  day. 

The  East  Suffolk  and  Norfolk  River  Board  has  had  a  sample  of  the  effluent 
from  the  Sewage  Works  analysed  ana  the  result  is  set  out  below
